School Program conducted by Dr. A. J. 
Foy Cross of New York University. 

High school, elementary, kindergarten 
primary teachers, administrators, and spe 
cialists in the field of audio-visual mate 
rials agreed to attack this subject through 
group discussion organized around two 
phases of the problem: (1) How teachers, 
producers, and public can use the mass 
media we now have to the best educa 
tional advantage of the child and (2) 
How the shortcomings of the present 
media can be eliminated and the quality 
improved 

Since the industries that produce the 
mass media in the United States are 
largely commercial in nature, the prob 
lem of content is an economic one. Cer 
tain types of radio programs, for ex 
ample, often most desirable from an edu 
cational standpoint, are expensive to pro 
duce in the TV medium. Thus the in 
creasing of responsible sponsorship seems 
to be the only immediate answer to im 
proved TV programs A demand for 
programs might be developed, 
using standards growing out of research, 
out of experience in school whereby the 
media are analyzed and evaluated, and 
out of “adult education” through PTA 
programs, service club projects, work 
Standards would be

In considering the harmful outcomes 
that have reputedly resulted from an 
unwise use of these media, the group 
brought forth suggestions for: (1)

World Government 


They came to no ivory tower. They 
came to hear Dr. Edgar Dale of Ohio 
State University say unequivocally that 
“we're going to have some form of world 
government in the next fifty years” and 
that the kind of world government we 
have will depend on how firmly we accept 
our responsibilities toward the world and 
how vigorously we put our beliefs into 
action 

In one of the most stirring addresses 
of the convention, Dr. Dale foresaw, not 
only a future, but a hopeful future for the 
United States and the world if Americans 
are willing to push forward even more 
boldly in sharing technical know-how 
through the United Nations, the Marshall 
Plan, Point Four, and allied programs 
He pointed up the tremendous role of 
mass media of communication in the 
world of today if the media are rightly 
seen as agencies for education, not merely 
entertainment. He emphasized the dangers 
of the “trivialization of mass media.” 

Audio-visual methods of education, said 
Dr. Dale, “are coming of age.” Educators 
need no longer defend the use of educa 
tional films, filmstrips, radio, recordings 
and other audio-visual materials. But they 
need more of them; they need to make 
better use of them; they need greatly in 
financial support And most 
informational films must be

Basic Sameness 


Robert J. Blakely, chief editorial writer 
for the St. Louis Star-Times, speaking 
before the Film Council of America 
annual banquet, emphasized the need for 
films to teach the basic sameness of people 
all over the world and to educate the 
people of all cultures to recognize the 
importance of the individual in society 

“We must make democracy work,” he 
said. “We are faced with the dilemma ot 
giving democracy to all the submerged 
minorities or giving up the American 
dream.”” Modern man, he pointed out, has 
to find a larger purpose in life; that 
great purpose is advancing a society in 
which the individual will live humanely 
and with the just rewards of our indus 
trial civilization “no matter what the 


color of his skin, no matter what may be 
the name of his god.” 

Blakely, a veteran of the U. S. Marine 
Corps who fought in numerous Pacific 
engagements in World War II, declared 
that this larger purpose must be a world 
wide purpose if the men who have died 
in wars past and present shall not have 
died in vain

No Reasonable Alternative 


@ Regardless of the immediate outcome of the war in Korea, the people 
of this country have been alerted to the reality of an emergency that will 
not be short-lived. World-wide emergencies have become the international 
way of life; and perpetual preparedness has become the major responsibil- 


itv of individuals and nations. 


Are we who appreciate most the powel and value of audio-visual 
means of communicating information and ideas prepared to meet our 
responsibilities? Are we who have the facilities and the skills and under- 
standings for using audio-visual media ready to put them to work in the 
current world-wide emergency? A first step In answering such questions 
has already been taken, but only you can give the final and meaningful 


answer. 


The tentative answer is “yes.” At the recent National Audio-Visual 
Convention in Chicago, the Film Council of America, representing its 
constituent and associate members, pledged all its resources and energies 
to the American people and their government in utilizing all available 
film resources of the country in the present emergency. Unless these are 
just the empty words of another conference resolution, you now have a 
job to do—the most important one of your professional and business life. 


The Film Council of America has spoken for you, you who are mem 
bers of all the professional associations constituting the FCA. Your duly 
appointed or elected represe ntatives from DAVI, NAVA, EFLA, ALA, and 
the other constituent members have pledged your support in the present 


emergency, but only you can turn words into concrete action.

D' RING the past two years, the Reynolds Audio-Visual Division of 

the Rochester Public Library has conducted three series of unre 
lated film-stimulated discussion programs designed to reach as great 
a number of areas of interest as there were programs. For the spring 
season of 1950, this policy was changed to experiment with an integrated 
series of programs within a single subject field 


For this purpose the new McGraw-Hill films, based on Dr. Henry 


Bowman's “Marriage for Moderns,” were used to present the Prepara 
tion for Marriage and Family Living series of tilm-stimulated discus 
sions. This Charming Couple was used to introduce the series on the 
note of romantic love and courtship. Appropriately but coincidentally, 
it was presented on Valentine’s Day. /t Takes All Kinds, dealing with 
differences in personality types, followed. Who's Ross’ presented the 
problem of competition between marriage and a career, involving the 
multiplicity of roles of the marriage partners. To develop this theme 
further, Choosing for Happiness emphasized the need for harmony be 
tween the marriage partners and acceptance of the whole person rathet 
than individual traits to insure a happy marriage. Concluding the series 
Marriage Today portrayed the need for mutual adjustment in married 
life. This last film also offered the opportunity to summarize the entire 
series 

Desiring to offer a significant library service for the public, the 
Reynolds Audio-Visual Division endeavored to demonstrate techniques 
for effective film utilization, to present an integrated, informal course o 
study, and to help directly or indirectly those people contemplating mat 
riage or with marriage problems 

Fechniques employed in presenting the Preparation for Marriage 
and Family Living series were similar to those employed in formet 
programs. To introduce the film and to stimulate thinking, previously 
prepared discussion guides were analyzed and recommended readings 


were suggested before the actual showing of the film. Discussion with 


active audience participation followed the film. Before the series was 
concluded, preparations were in formation for the use of these films by 
many groups for immediate and future programs, following the pattern 
of the Library's techniques of presentation or revising them to meet 


particular situations 


Since this was an informal course, there was no stereotyped follov 
up but simply a brief review of the entire series at the tinal meeting. © 
the average attendance of ninety-three, about fifty people regularly 
attended each program. Most of these people were seeking information 
in the particular subject held or ideas for presentation and an oppor 


tunity to see the films to know them and their potential. Thus, in addition 


to an integrated course of study, the series became a training class for 


leaders in church groups of all faiths, the social agencies, and miscel

of a new baby” can certainly be told to them by 
their parents in a few sentences, with the trailing 
questions answered on the spot and tailored to each 
child’s needs. To teach four- and five-year-olds with 
this film is to drive nails with a pile driver. Adult 
educators should act their age and restrain their 
impulses to baptize every new-born sex film with 
uncritical praise. A good educational film should 
have something to “say” to a certain audience, and 
it should be organized and constructed to suit the 
needs of this audience. While fairly useful with 
adults, Human Beginnings will seldom be shown to 
kindergarten children by any one except the “fans” 
of sex films 


@ Advance in Africa, a 27-minute color film, was 
photographed by Fon H. Scofield, Jr., in Nigeria 
last fall under the direction of Alan Shilin. It is 
released by the Foreign Mission Board of the South 
ern Baptist Convention (Richmond 20, Va.). 

It is narrated in the first person by a medical doctor 
and covers the first six months between his arrival in 
Nigeria and one of his reports to the mission board 
\e see him arrive at the seaport of Lagos; see his 
reaction to the crowded city, to its colorful but very 
unsanitary market place, and to the rhythmic dances 
and music of the natives. 

We follow him to a church and its academy ; go with 
him up-country in his jeep; visit an impressive boys’ 
high school; meet the officers of the Convention, some 
of them third-generation Christians; and go on with 
him to the Christian community for leprous people 
where he will take up his special work 

We see him settle into the routine of his work as 
a doctor; go with him to the home for abandoned 
babies and children; see him assist in an operation ; 
see the various activities of the community; and go 
with him to Camp of Grace where the incurables live 
out their lives 

Time passes swiftly, and at last he must report to 
the home base. He sits down to write. What will he 
Say Thinking back over what he had seen; remem 
bering what he has been privileged to accomplish ; and 
seeing the great need before him, he writes, in effect 
‘The harvest is great; the laborers are too few.” Prog 
ress has been great, but there is greater opportunity to 
advance !

June, 1950, Mr. Clark said 
Chis is the second grant made to the FCA by the Carnegi« 
Corporation, an original award of $20,000 having been made in 
1948 
“Approval of the current grant,” Robert Lester, secretary of 
the Carnegie Corporation, declared in a letter to Mr. Clark, 
“reaffirms our faith in the film council idea. We believe that 
substantial progress has been made by the Council in carrying 
out its objectives and that it has potentialities for even greater 
influence and service. The fact that this is a final grant reflects 
the firm policy of our Trustees not to give continued support to 
any agency. The support which the industry has given the 1n
